T H E S IN G IN G T O W E R 


‘ Make you the world a bit more beautiful and better 
because you have been in it.” 
•T H E above line, given as a message to the late Edward W. Bok, by his 
* 
grandmother, was the inspiration of the dream and accomplishment 
of the Singing Tower that stands as a monument of beauty upon the 
lovely elevation at Mountain Lake, Florida, just outside the city of Lake 
Wales. 
The tower, with its matchless carillon, was dedicated by Ex-President 
Coolidge, February I, 1929. and is the gift of Edward Bok to the American 
people, In every sense of the word it is a Sanctuary. It overlooks a 
magnificent country, and can be seen for miles. All about are winding 
paths, hidden by thick foliage and flowers. 
Here also are to be found 
secreted ponds that reflect the surrounding beauty, and in which you 
see the flamingo, ducks and other fowl. The nightingales and mocking 
birds add their songs to those of scores of other birds who visit this shrine 
to Beauty. 
At the entrance to the Sanctuary you read this thought from John 
Burroughs, the great lover of nature and beloved naturalist: “I come here 
to find myself, it is so easy to get lost in the world.” 
I drove up to within a few hundred yards of the Tower as the great 
artist Anton Brees, the carilloneur, within, touched his instrum ent and 
played “Sweet Hour of Prayer,” Never has such divineness of tone 
touched these senses. It seemed to me that the gates of Heaven itself 
were vibrating their melodies 
I went out of my way over 200 miles to 
spend this brief hour; but it is worth crossing a continent to see this 
Tower and to hear its bells,—to my notion, one of the wonders of beauty 
in all this world, a garden Sanctuary where God s invisible footfalls are 
implanted! 
As I viewed and listened. I thought, of the great and useful career of 
the man who gave this Tower to humanity; and I wondered if it couldn’t 
be true that this very soul had melted into those tones as they floated so 
sweetly into the air and mingled with the songs of the birds nestling and 
singing about that Sanctuary. 
The loveliness of the Tower itself is beyond description. It is the 
work of Milton B. Medary. The sculptured designs are by Lee Lawrie. 
The fashioning of the great North door in a yellow brass, that depicts 
the six days of Creation, is by Samuel Yellin, and the 61 wonderful bells 
were cast by the Taylor family of England, who have been casting bells 
since 1370. The Tower stands over 200 feet in height and, architecturally. 
Is one of the most beautiful creations from the hand of man, The land­ 
scaping was done by Frederick Law Olmsted. 
Words are inadequate as to the Tower itself, the golden music of its 
bells, or its peaceful setting
